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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

1. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

2. Claims 14-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. 

Claims 14-26 define a mathematical algorithm. For a claim containing limitations 
for a mathematical algorithm to be statutory, the claim must recite some practical 
application such as a physical transformation or providing a result that is concrete, 
useful and tangible (See US Patent and Trademark Office OG Notices 22 November 
2005). Claims 14-26 are directed to a jitter measuring method that determines a jitter 
amount of a signal; however, this result is not tangible. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: None of the cited prior art teaches a jitter measuring apparatus that includes 
converting a signal to be measured into two orthogonal signals; calculating an 
instantaneous phase based on the two orthogonal signals within a range between a 
lower limit phase value and an upper limit value; detecting a differential value of the 
instantaneous phase, correcting the differential value and outputting a corrected 
differential value of the instantaneous phase when the differential value detected is over 
the range dependent on the lower limit phase value and the upper limit phase value; 
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eliminating an offset component included in the corrected differential value; and 
determining a jitter amount of the signal by integrating the differential value which is 
output, as shown in claim 1 . Further, as pointed out by Applicant in the reply received 
20 September 2006, claims 1-13 define an apparatus that is not descriptive material per 
se. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

5. The information disclosure statement filed 26 October 2006 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1 .98(a)(1 ), which requires the following: (1 ) a list of all patents, publications, 
applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 20 September 2006 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. Applicant states that the Examiner has made no showing that 
claims 1-26 recite a mathematical algorithm with no useful purpose. However, with 
regard to claims 14-26, the steps of the method for measuring jitter are abstract 
mathematical steps. For a claim containing limitations for a mathematical algorithm to 
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be statutory, the claim must recite some practical application such as a physical 
transformation or providing a result that is concrete, useful and tangible (See US Patent 
and Trademark Office OG Notices 22 November 2005, Section IV.C). While the 
algorithm determines jitter, this result is not tangible.
